CHAPTER 19. 

AN ACT to amend an act entitled, An Act to change the names of 
Elizabeth Brooks and Vir ginia Brooks," approved March 13th, 
1855, and to repeal chapter 21 of the session laws of 1858. 
The People of the State of Wisconsin, represented in 

Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows : 

SECTION 1. That the act to change the name of Change of 
Elizabeth Brooks and Virginia Brooks, approved March name. 
13, 1855, is hereby amended, so as to read " Deich-
man" wherever the proper name " Drichman " occurs 
therein. 

SEc. 2. Chapter twenty-one of the session laws of 
1858, entitled "An act to amend an act to change the 
name of Elizabeth Brooks and Virginia Brooks," shall 
be and the same is hereby repealed. 

SEc. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage.

CHAPTER 20. 

AN ACT to provide for the pa yment of the clerks of the committees 
on judiciary and claims. 

The People of the State of Wisconsin, represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows : 

SECTION 1. There is hereby appropriated out of any Pay of .olerka 
money in the state treasury, not otherwise appropriated, cases
a sum sufficient to pay for the services of the clerks of 
the committee on claims, and the clerks of the coin- 
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mittee on judiciary, of the Senate and Assembly : Pro-
Proviso 	vided, that the compensation of such clerks shall not ex- 

ceed the sum of three dollars per day. 
Certificate of SEC. 2. The chairman of the committee for which 
amount—how such service has been rendered shall execute to the per- 
payable. son who performed the same, a certificate of the amount 

due for such service ; and upon presentation of such 
certificate to the secretary of state, he shall audit and 
allow the same, and issue his draft for the amount upon 
the state treasurer, who is hereby authorized to pay the 
same. 

SEC. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage.

CIIAPTER 21. 

AN A CT in relation to Undertakings and Securities in certain oases • 

The People of the State of Wisconsin, represented i* 
Senate and Assemblu. do enact as follows : 

Attorneys not SEC. 1. Hereafter no attorney or counsellor at law 
to go bail. practising in any of the counties of this state shall be 

taken or received as bail or security on any undertaking, 
bond, or recognizance in any case or action, civil or 
criminal. 

When not ex- SEC. 2. Nothing contained in the foregoing section 
empted. 	shall be so construed as to exempt an attorney from lia- 

bility to pay costs in cases where he is now by law liable 
to pay the same. 

SEC. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage and publication.
